The Italians Complain of the Turks 
Violating the Rules of 
Warfare 


Washington.—The Marquis di San 
Giuliano, the Italian minister of war, 
forwarded to the Italian embassy re- 
cently a message from General Caneva 
relating to battles of November 6 and 
7, in which the Italian general de- 
clared that there was “indisputable 
evidence of violation of the treaties of 
war” on the part of the Arabs. Gen. 
Caneva’s message was as follows: 

“Our scouts on the fields where the 
encounters of the 6th and 7th took 
place between the 93rd regiment of 
Italian infantry and Turks and Arabs 
have ascertained that acts of cruelty 
have been committed upon our fallen. 
One of the many dead was found bar- 


barously decapitated. No doubt exists | 


that in these encounters the Turks 
were present, and for this reason they 
are directly rsponsible. 

“It was ascertained that Arabs di- 
rected to fire and the attacks against 
the ambulances and transports of the 


; wounded, but it was still uncertain if} 


only the Arabs were to be blamed for 
it or if the Turks should also have 
been declared outlawed for violation 
of war regulations. Now the doubt 
does not exist any more, because it 
has been ascertained in a most abso- 
lute way that on the battlefield of Ain 
Ser the Turks in command, in viola- 
tion of article 3 of the last convention 
of the Hague, executed wounded, in- 


{cluding woman and children.”

His 
official knowledge in this respect did | 
not extend beyond Carroll and Rivers, 
where he stated the elevators had been | 
closed for lack of business. As no 
statistics regarding this year’s busi- 
ness were available at the offices of 
the commission, this is not surprising. 
The chairman, however, pointed out 
that the pressure on the clerical staff, 
due to the great increase of business, 
had precluded their compilation for 
some time, 

With regard to the detailed business | 
of the receiving elevators, Mr. Mc-! 
Cuaig stated that, although many ap- 
plications had been received for the 
appointment of street buyers, the com-| 
mission had not been able to accomp- 
lish much in this direction, Napable 
buyers not being easy to obtain. He 
affirmed, however, that wherever the 
commission could appoint a buyer it} 
had done so. 

With reference to the complaints of 
shortages, many of which had been re- 
ceived during the 1910 season, the 
chairman of the commission admitted | 
that there had been a slight increase 
in the number, but he attributed this 
to the great increase in business. The 
installation of the new binning facili- 
ties had done something towards les-| 
sening this leak and reducing its con- 
sequent loss to the commission. 

Touching the competition of the in-| 
dependent companies, Mr. MecCuaig} 
stated that one disadvantage the gov- 
ernment men were experiencing was!

Laying out Per..rnent remisi: 

When the farmer ip making his 
plans for the summer’s work, the 
laying out of his permanent pre- 
mires—the shelter belts, garden, 
orchard, and so on—must receive 
sume attention, and the following

In arranging for permanent work, 
such as buildings and plantations, 
jit is very important to allow for 
every contingency which may arise, 
for if a mistake is made at the be- 
ginning it usually is not very easy 
rectifying it.

HEROISM IN LABRADOR. 


Work of the Moravian Brethren In 
| Canada’s Frozen Land, 

In Chambers’ Journal, H. Hesketh 
Prichard has an article on the Mora- 
\ vizn Mission Stations in Labrador. 

All the world over, he writes, are 
set the missionary outposts of the 


Moravian Church, and their converts 
| establish the members of tle parent 


establishment in the proportion — of 
five to one, a record in which this 
{ancient episcopal sect stands alone. 
Their labors reach strange races—Ti- 
'betans, Eskimo, Alaskans, hunters, 
mountaineers, ete.—yet few really un- 
derstand anything of the work they 
are doing. After close upon two hun- 


J dred years of missionary effort they 


remain unknown to the general pub- 
lic. They never advertise themselves, 
and in the rare instances when the 
word Moravian finds its way into the 
| papers, it is generally in connection 
with some explorer who is recruiting 
; at a Moravian mission station or who 
touched a Moravian mission settle. 
ment before proceeding on his voyage. 
Far and wide on the shores of the sea 
of heathenism are set these light- 
| houses of the Moravian Brethren, and 
| silently and steadily they pursue their 
work, 

Nowhere is this work more inter- 
esting than in Labrador, where, at 
the six stations scattered over some 
five hundred miles of a coast bitterly 
barren, they live a life hardly to be 
matched in modern times, In 1750 a 
Moravian, having visited a successiul 
Moravian settlement in Greenland, 
petitioned his bishop to be allowed to 
found a similar one in Labrador. Two 
years later he landed with four other 
brethren, and, after building a house 
for the mission, he and his compan- 
ions wera treacherously murdered by 
the Eskimo. Nothing daunted, an- 
other devoted pioneer, having first 
learnt the Eskimo language, set out 
for Labrador, and in due course ot 
time established the mission, Since 
then the work has not been allowed 
to languish. The three southerly sta- 
tions, Mykkovik. Hopedale, and Nain, 
are framed during the brief summer 
in the green- of luxuriant mosses, and 
in dwarf hard-grown woods of the 

ruce and juniper. Okkak, with its 
h and hospital, lies exposed un. 
der the dark mountains. Hebron and 
Kiliinek, the most northerly stations 
| of all, are beyond the timber limit. 
Killinek is indeed a dreary spot. With 
an average temperature much below 
freezing-point, it is the home of 
| clouds, squalls, and sunless days. Yet 
it is the resort of numbers of Eskimo, 
who find it a good fishing-place for 
walrus, white whale, and seal, 

At each of the Moravian mission- 
stations there is a missionary oalled 
‘the house-father, with his wife and 
younger children; and if the number 
of Eskimo makes it necessary also, an 
; ordained assistant and a layman 
storekeeper, who attends to the in- 
dustrial business of the store. The 
trade done by the mission is of great 
value to the nati The Eskimos 
|and the settlers bring their fish and 
| Other articles to the mission store, 
and receive in return barrels of salt, 
gear for fishing or hunting, provisions, 
| garments, and other supplies, The 

yrices paid by the mission dre liberal. 

n the case of valuable skins the 
storekcepers pays a deposit at once, 
and when the skins have been dispos- 
ed of in the London market, the wile 
umount obtained, minus a small per- 
centage, is handed over to the hunt- 
er, The Eskimo alas! knows nothing 
of a banking account. He spends the 
money as fast as he can, and a few 
months later often comes upon the 
mission funds as a starving pauper. 
As the mission undertakes to feed the 
| poor and aid the sick, as well as to 

teach them the way of ‘life their 
trade is an uncertain game. The mis- 
sion also provides work for most of 
; the people, and the rate of wages paid 
is good, but the Eskimo are not en- 
thusiastic workers. 

It is the trade which holds the peo- 
ple together. The missionaries are not 
allowed to sell anything on their own 
behalf, for the trade is undertaken 

urely in the interest of the Eskimo. 
very member of the mission, in ad- 
dition to being a preacher, is a mas- 
ter of some useful handicraft. Their 
wives, the Moravian Sisters, not only 
help in the schools and teach the wo- 
men the domestic arts, but they tend 
the sick, They receive no return for 
their labors, yet the life is far more 
trying for them than for their hus- 
bands. Cruellest of all, their children 
have to be sent home to the mission 
schools at seven years of age. Such 
parting often mean practical separa- 
tion for a lifetime, and communication 
with home is restricted to one or two 
mails a year in most of the stations. 
These noble women bear their chil. 
dren and tend them through illness 
mostly without medical aid. The se- 
verity of the climate falls more heay- 
ily on the women-also, Many prefer 
the winter, for the short summer 
awakens the mosquitoes and black 
flies, which make sitting out of doors 
impossible, 

It has ever been the wise aim of the 
Moravians to hold the Eskimo as close 
as possible to the only life which suits 
them—the life of a hunter-people of 
the Arctic—and the survival of the 
race is due to the wholesome influence 
brought to bear by the brethren. Most 
of them are now able to read and 
write. The organist is often an Eskimo 
man or woman, and an Eskimo some- 
times leads the service,

President Falconer of the University

In London. 


“Too young at 60!’ is the slogan 
that sent a rejuvenating thrill through 


| the elderly men of London. The words 


stood out in stalwart letters in*the 
bill of contents of a niorning paper, 
the editorial page of which presented 
a ‘middle-aged philosopher’ assuring 
the world that the recent rule of young 
men is passing and that the “ol 
man triumphant” is returning to his 
ancient mastery of the earth.

“The young man who is dreaming 
in his fool’s paradise must bestir him- 
self or he will awake with a shock 
to find himself struggling among the 
debris of the flimsy throne on which 
he hag perched since the closing years 
of the last century. 

“To some of us who are neither ex- 
actly young nor definitely old, the 
question whether youth or old age 
shall possess the twentieth century is 
only of philosophic interest. If youth 
wins we have only to do a few bath- 
room exercises, part our hair in the 
middle and be as young as one may 
safely be without being considered 
callow; if age wins we havé only to 
wait patiently a few years to have 
our place among the victors. 

“What gave the old men of the lat- 
ter day a setback? The typewriter, 
the telephone and the motor car 
wrought wonderful changes. The old 
men, conscious of their great power, 
pooh-poohed these inventions. The 
young men seized them and flew past 
the graybeards. ‘Too old at 40!’ 
they cried. ‘Get on or get out.’ Tha 
young men in their arrogance thought 
that they and not their machines had 
conquered. Now the old men are 
climbing back into the sea of power. 
Young men no longer monopolize the 
machinists; the old men have them 
too. and put more force behind them. 

“Ten years ago the automobile was 


associated with extreme youth. To-day | 


witness the gray old boys swishing 
along the highways. The increasing 
age of the taxicab drivers is one ot 
the most marked phenomena in the 
street of London. In every line of 
life the aged one is resuming his 
rightful pre-eminence.” 


A Popular Bishop. 

When Bishop Tayler-Smith, Chap- 
lain-General to the Forces, attended 
the quincentenary celebrations at St. 
Andrew’s University recently he was 
accorded the honorary degree of D.D. 

Bishop Taylor-Smith is a powerful 
and striking preacher, admirably suit- 
ed to the taste of Tommy Atkins.

When the ye'nce died at sea the 
chaplain immediately visited the two 
royal ladies, who were then staying 
at Cimiez, and Queen Victoria asked 
him to Windsor, Later on her Ma- 
jesty appointed him bishop of S'erra 
Leone, and after her death he becam? 
Chaplain-General. 


Wreck on a Wreck, 

The French steam trawler Maqde- 
leine ran ashore in the dark near Hope 
Cove, Bolt Tail, South Devon, about 
twenty miles east of Plymouth, Eng- 
land, exactly at the spot where the 
Elder-Dempster liner Jebba went 
ashore in March, 1907. Local fisher- 
men, in fact, declare that the Mag- 
deleine rests on the Jebba’s boilers. 

The trawler’s crew of sixteen had 
an exciting escape. Her bow was 
within a dozen yards of the rocks at 
the cliff foot, and the crew managed 
to work their boat between the wreck 
and the rocks, Though it was dark 
they struck the path used by the Jeb- 
ba passengers and without any guid- 
ance clambered to the top of the 300 
feet cliff. 

Then after wandering about fields, 
they reached the village of Hope and 
themselves conveyed the first intelli. 
gence of the wreck. 


Pensions, 

The first pensions were granted to 
distinguished individuals for great. 
services rendered the state, as to the 
Dukes of Grafton, Richmond, Marl- 
borough and others, in the seven 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, So 
early as 1781 England had a fixed 
pension list of many names and in- 
volving an expenditure of over $500,- 
000. In ancient, times the idea of 
providing for those who had suffered 
for the state or who had contributed 
to its welfare was practically un- 
known, it being then an accepted 
doctrine that the individual belong. 
ed to the state, served her by right 
and had no claim against her for the 
simple thing of doing of his manifest 
duty. 


Shifting Ministers. 

One of Wesley's reason for shifting 
his preachers every three years was 
avowedly that they might be able to 
preach the same sermon over again 
to different congregations. He knew 
by experience the difficulty of ser- 
After a few weeks, he 
said, a preacher cannot find matter 
for preaching every morning and 
evening, “nor will the people come 
to heur him, whereas if he never stays 
more than a fortnight in one place he 
will find plenty of matter, and the 
people will hear him gladly.

Taking afternoon tea with Queen 
Mary is no joke, though those who are 
used to it say that one soon gets used 
to the little acts of formality which, 

[oi ante of its sociable origin, make 
his function a decided atrain on 
the nerves of the uninitiated, 

Guests are invited as a rule to come 
at 4.30 in.the afternoon and they are 
expected to be punctual, for her 
Majesty likes all whom she has in- 
vited to be assembled when she enters 
the room. Tea is served usually in 
the beautiful boudoir in the Queen's 
personal apartment at Buckingham, 
though during the summer season the 
guests sometimes gather for refresh- 
ments in the gardens and then the 
function assumes a somewhat elabor- 
ate character, 

When only a few friends of the 
Queen are present her Majesty some- 
times presides at the tea-table and 
pours tea herself, but it. is miore usual 


for this to be done by a lady in wait. | 
ing, while two other members of the | 


household hand round the teacups, 
'eakes and sandwiches. The palace 

servants are never called upon to wait 

during afternoon tea, 

Sometimes the King joins the gath 
ering, with one or two members of his 
household. The guests rise when the 

| King enters, but do not remain stand- 
ing until his Majesty is seated, as is 
strict etiquette at all other royal en- 
tertainments. The guests at afternoon 
tea after rising to greet the King at 
once seat themselves again.

and their own affairs, Often a guest

| ATTENDING THE KING 


THIS DUTY OF CABINET MINIS. 
TERS IS DECREASED. 


King George Is Like His Father a 
Very Methodical Man and Except 
at Busy Times the Member of the 
Cabinet Who Keeps Near Him Has 
a Very Easy Time—Post of Personal 
Adviser Depends on Popularity. 


| 


When the King goes abroad, or stays 
for any length of time outside the capi- 
tal, he is accompanied by a Minister 
in attendance, The position is sup- 
posed to be filled by each member of 
the Cabinet in turn, the period of 
duty varying from a week to a fort- 
night, or even a month. In actual 
practice only two or three Ministers 
are called upon to be in attendance 
upon the King, and the duration of 
their visits depends in great measure 
! upon their personal popularity. 

The late King Edward frequently 
dispensed with the services of a Min- 
ister when he went abroad, and the 
old custom of having a member of 
the Cabinet at Windsor when the 
| court went there does not now prevail. 

In these advanced days of telegraphs 

and telephones, motor-cars, and oth- 
| er methods of rapid intercommunica- 
| tion it is not considered necessary 

that a responsible Minister of the 

Crown should leave hig official duties 
| for so lengthy a period. 

The duties of a Minister in attend- 
ance are not arduous, except at times 
when the political horizon is clouded, 
or when this country is engaged in 
war. When things are normal—that is 
to say, dull—the Minister has little 
to do but enjoy himself, and now- 
adays every facility is given for his 
doing so after his own particular fash- 
ion. Breakfast is served in his pri- 
vate sitting-room, if he so desires it, 
or he joing the gentlemen of the court. 

Luncheon, too, is a meal at which 
| the attendance of the Minister is op- 
tional. When the King is out shoot- 
ing or fishing—and scarcely a day 
| passes but sees him engaged in one 
| or other of these sports—luncheon is 
| taken, of course, in the open; and if 
the Minister happsns to be a sports- 
man, he is naturally invited to join 
the royal party. 

The Minister’s presence at dinner 
is, however, insisted upon, and he is 
required to be present in the drawing- 
| room afterwards. Queen Victoria used 
to go through official documents with 
| her Ministers twice a day—in the 
morning and after dinner. King Ed- 
ward, who was exceedingly methodi- 
cal, devoted the first part of the morn- 
jing to official business, and unless 
despatches received during the day 
were specially urgent they were not 
| submitted and discussed until the fol- 
lowing marning. 

King George is equally methodical. 
| His Majesty is an early riser and ia 
often at work at half-past nine. The 

King expects all documents to be 
| ready for him, and business is there- 
fore got through very expeditiously, 
|and no time is “cut to waste.” Un. 
less any matter of urgency should de- 
|mand attention business is then dis- 
| missed for the day, the evenings be- 
ing devoted to amusement and general 
) conversation. . 

Mr. Lloyd-George, who has a great 
fund of humor, is a very popular Min- 
ister. Mr, Balfour used to be much 
| liked by reason of his artistic play- 
ing of the piano. As is well known, 
Queen Alexandra is a cultured musi- 
cian and a pianist of great ability, 
and music was always a notable fea- 
ture after dinner during the late 
King’s reign. Lord Beaconsfield’s wit 
and satire amused Queen Victoria 
‘and Mr. Gladstone’s deep theologteal 
‘knowledge also appealed to her 
strongly ‘ 

Durir the daytime the Minister 
}has things very much his own way. 
If he is a sportsman there are ample 
opportunities for gratifying his tastes. 
A royal carriage or motor is at his 
disposal, and invitations from the 
country houses in the neighborhood 
for all manner of functions are show- 
ered upon him. Golf, tennis, croquet, 
archery, bowls, and other games may 
be indulged in, and there are charm- 
ing walks for those who prefer to take 
a turn at pedestrianism., Should the 
weather be bad there is a smoking- 
| room, a billiard-room, a covered bad- 
minton court, a well-stocked library 
|crammed with interesting first editions 
and autographed volumes, and scores 
| of interesting curios and mementoes 
of events in the royal family. Al! 
{the leading magazines and English 
}and foreign papers are taken in, and 
|'ugare and cigarettes are at his dis- 
) posal, 

: All official despatches are opened 
by the Minister, who masters their 
! contents and makes such notes as may 
be necessary before submitting them 
to the King. If His Majesty approves 
{of the manner in which it is suggest- 
led they should be dealt with, replies 
| are dictated to the private secretaries, 
|of whom there are usually two, In 
/the event of the King desiring infor- 
|mation on any subject it is the duty 
!of the Minister to obtain it, 
| King Edward kept somewhat late 
j hours, but the motto of the court to- 
| day is “early to bed,”’ and the Minia- 
| ter who is called upon to be in at- 
tendance upon King George may be 
| perfectly sure of enjoying a very reat- 
ul and pleasant tim
